(2) The Departnent nust conduct a background check

and assess all convictions and recomendations of the

child care facility to determne if waiver shall apply in

accor dance with Departnent admnistrative rules and
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pr ocedures.

(3) The applicant neets all other requirenents and

qualifications to be licensed as the pertinent type of

child care facility under this Act and the Departnent's

adm ni strati ve rul es.

(c) In addition to the other provisions of this Section

set-forth-tn-subseetion--¢(b), no applicant nmay receive a
license fromthe Departnent to operate a foster famly hone,
and no adult person may reside in a foster famly hone
licensed by the Departnent, who has been convicted of
commtting or attenpting to commt any of the follow ng
of fenses stipulated under the Cimnal Code of 1961, the
Cannabis Control Act, and the Illinois Controlled Substances

Act :

(4) During the background check, the Departnent had
assessed and wai ved the conviction in conpliance with the
existing statutes and rules in effect at the tinme of the
wai ver .

(5 The applicant neets all other requirenents and
qualifications to be licensed as a foster famly hone
under this Act and the Departnent's adm nistrative rul es.

(6) The applicant has a history of providing a
safe, stable honme environnment and appears able to

continue to provide a safe, stable hone environnent.
